Take the right-wing Tex- 
couple, Mel and Norma Gabler, who 
exercise inordinate influence among text- 
book publishers and school systems 
throughout the country. Among their tar- 
gets are Robin Hood and Edgar Allan 
Poe’s Cask Amontillado.” 
New York Times story quoted Gabler 
pamphlet saying, textbooks are 
changed, there that 
crime, violence, venereal disease, and 
abortion rates will 

The American Library Association fig- 
ures that between 1975 and 1980, there 
were three times many attempts cen- 
sor textbooks and other teaching mater- 
ials there had been from 1960 1970 
and those were just the reported inci- 
dents, not the ones that passed quietly. 
some instances, school officials simply 
cave the pressure, act coward- 
ice democracy. other instances, 
school boards initiate the censorship. 

Four years ago, the Chelsea School 
Committee distinguished itself trying 
ban anthology poetry written 
adolescents. particular, the committee 
which the author used lot obscene 
street talk describe sexism. This fight 
went all the way the District Court 
Boston, where Judge Joseph Tauro 
ruled that the committee’s action had vio- 
lated the First Amendment rights the 
students and ordered the book restored 
the school library. 

Just whether and how much school 
committee may censor subject le- 
gal dispute. Some contend the school 
boards, reflecting the 
mores, have vital and compelling in- 
curriculum that allows ban- 
ning books. Others reject the idea that 
school board has unlimited discretion 
over what students can read. This issue 
could end before the Supreme 
Court. 

But beyond the legal issue the moral 
one. become Joseph Goeb- 
bels wished for Germany, the Pol Pot 
regime wished for Cambodia nation 
automatons? close minds, 
young and old, the freedom exam- 
ine and think? close the blinds 
worlds that our young might never know 
but for book? Ironically, this pre- 
cisely the malady that afflicted Bigger 
Thomas and his friends. 

Bigger and his pal Gus stand street 
corner and watch airplane. 
white boys sure can Gus says. Big- 
ger says could fly too, had 
chance, and Gus “If you 
black, and you had some 
money, and let you that 
aviation school, you could fly plane.” 

For Bigger and Gus and their friends 
and families, life seems without purpose. 
Bigger’s mother and the preacher she dis- 
patches him see purpose only some 
life after death. Richard Wright was not 
asking readers like Bigger feel sorry 
for him; was just asking open 
our minds Bigger’s world, the fact 
that Bigger exists. And Bigger exists now 
more than did four decades ago. They 
may not like that North Adams any- 
where else, but they have know how 
Bigger felt and what his attorney, Max, 
told the court years before such words be- 
came part our consciousness: 
Honor, consider the mere physical aspect 
our civilization. How alluring, how 
dazzling is! How excites the senses! 
How seems dangle within easy reach 
everyone the fulfillment happi- 
ness! How constantly and overwhelm- 
ingly the advertisements, radios, news- 
papers and movies play upon us! But 
thinking them remember that many 
they are tokens mockery. These bright 
colors may fill our hearts with elation, but 
many they are daily taunts. Imagine 
man walking amid such scene, part

Many unhappy returns: 
Undoing the can-do man

oliticians, more than 
hyenas sharks, possess 

strong instincts for sniff- 
ing out blood. surprise 
that months before the guber- 
natorial primary, pack 
circling Beacon Hill, waiting for 
Governor Edward King turn 
political carrion.

Learning about the healing methods used 
the past (applying leeches the 
skin, for example, and bleeding him remove 
the offending poison) helps put today’s 
practices perspective. Not that barium 
enemas are any fun, but least 
scientific explanation. 

Back then, folks too pleased about 
blood-letting and all the drugs that produced 
bad side-effects. (Sound familiar?) result, 
the mid-19th century witnessed the births 
many alternative medical groups. These 
included the Homeopaths, the Thomsonians 
Botanicals, and the Eclectics. Each sect had 
its own medical school, journal, and theory 
treatment. Just chiropractors and

Seafood curry with fruit ($12) was an- 
other idea from the French culinary in- 
novators fruit and seafood, executed 
American way. Over rice. The sea- 
food was scallops, crab legs, and shrimp, 
topped with shreds grilled coconut and 
tossed very light and subtle curry 
sauce. would guess that more butter 
than curry was involved this sauce. 
This was nice food, but came alive 
when you put scallop, say, slice 
kiwi fruit and took them together. The 
effect was what you always imagined 
tropical-island food but never found 
tropical island.

Ray Fowler points out that this vision 
duplicates the ancient Egyptian myth 
the phoenix. During one the hypnotic 
regression sessions that elicited this 
material, Andreasson began speaking 
bohutatah mawhulah duh duwa her 
transliteration). Later, the 
aliens addressed the investigators di- 
rectly through her voice, coming with 
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advice the order under- 
stand yourself. Seek spiritually. Seek. 
Doors have been left open you. The 
great door shall guide.” 

During his presentation, complete with 
slides and music worthy ‘50s sci- 
ence-fiction film, Fowler 
raising tapes the hypnotic sessions. 
Andreasson’s anguish reliving the ab- 
duction sounded distressingly con- 
vincing. Afterward, the abductee and her 
current husband another alien-kidnap 
victim, named Bob Luca walked 
stage. the consternation the many 
the audience who believed that star- 
men flew the saucers, Andreasson re- 
vealed that the aliens were, well, angels. 
The Second Coming Christ immi- 
nent, she said. The angels have chosen 
her proclaim His Glory the world.

Absurd sounds, the 
situation isn’t inducing laughter among 
British theater lovers. Bogdanov faces 
possible six-month jail sentence and 
stiff fine, not mention the legal ex- 
penses the National Theatre; and the 
disruption his professional work the 
face the upcoming trial has already 
been both serious and severe. It’s not sur- 
prising, then, that the case has com- 
manded daily headlines. Perhaps the only 
consolation that there must pretty 
good play struggling get out from be- 
neath all this, only could find the 
right playwright and director. (Brenton 
and Bogdanov?) 

The threat trial dampened 
the innovations the London stage this 
season. still plenty delight 
and irritate the peripatetic theatergoer. 
Brenton’s most recent work (he has writ- 
ten over plays, several them collab- 
orations) opened the Royal Shake- 
speare Warehouse Theatre 
early July, and struck one his 
more minor efforts overly contrived 
and naively unconvincing. Its title, Thir- 
teenth Night, suggests vague, post- 
Twelfth Night downer after the revels 
really are ended. Brenton has subtitled 
Thirteenth Night dream Its 
hero, Jack Beaty, dreams his future while 
lying unconscious, having been beaten 
the street after political rally. That 
future nine parts Macbeth one part 
Julius Caesar (leaving Twelfth Night far 
behind!), Beaty envisions his rise 
power, through the Labour Party, the 
position murderous tyrant. The

The name ob- 
vious enough ironic pun beatus, 
Any connection between what 
happens Brenton’s play and real fear 
future tyranny Labour Party dic- 
tator is, best, negligible; the idea be- 
hind the play, however, surely one 
the more labored conceits the London 
stage quite some time. One Bren- 
ton’s most successful plays, the 1976 
award-winning Weapons Happiness, 
will produced Brandeis’s Spingold 
Theater this coming season, and may 
prove better introduction for those un- 
familiar with the playwright. 

Several the new plays London will 
making transatlantic crossing dur- 
ing the coming season though Broad- 
way will getting more English fare 
than will Brandeis.

Satyricon gets the States, perhaps the 
responses New York San Francisco 
will more heterogeneous. think the 
play might even make Boston. The 
production sophisticated frolic, and 
mood for that, you'll like it. 

Although there are plenty new plays 
London all the time, revivals older 
plays provide the chief glories the cur- 
rent season. The National Theatre’s pro- 
duction Life Galileo (in 
new translation the ubiquitous 
Howard Brenton) especially fine, with 
Michael Gambon giving stunning ren- 
dition the aging and disillusion that be- 
set the great scientist who decides save 
his own skin recanting his discover- 
ies. All Brecht’s acerb wit and troubling 
performance and the sharp direction 
John Dexter (Equus, only 
cavil with the music and songs; the boy 
sopranos perched high above the left 
the stage were, the performance 
attended, always muddy their enun- 
ciation; and Hanns Eisler’s music seems 
minor effort beside his scores for 
other Brecht productions. 

Galileo was mounted for the Olivier 
Theatre, the largest the spaces the 
National Theatre complex three play- 
ing areas. The Olivier features thrust 
stage rather than proscenium, and 
marvelously variable space. Nothing 
more instructive the capabil- 
ities theater than see two more 
productions there. During the rest 
August you can sample 
Much Ado About Nothing, Man 
and Superman, and Thomas 
Elizabethan comedy The 
Holiday, well the Brecht play. Dex- 
production the Dekker play 
different can be, terms stage 
mechanics, visual effects, and playing 
areas, from Galileo. also the best- 
realized performance saw during 
two weeks London. Dexter treats Dek- 
city comedy without trace con- 
descension and manages bring the 
large cast characters marvelously alive. 
The play about the rise Simon Eyre, 
shoemaker, the position Lord 
Mayor London, amid the complica-

ning and moving moments the Lon- 
don stage right now. And the transfor- 
mation Eyre’s wife, effected almost en- 
tirely through her manner wearing 
costumes suitable her ever-rising rank 
the London social scale, deliciously 
amusing. recommend Shoemakers’ 
Holiday production not missed 
going London this summer. 

The second-largest space the Na- 
tional, the Lyttelton Theatre, pro- 
scenium stage. During August houses 
Brian Friel’s Translations (transferring 
from the Hampstead Theatre, already 
having been produced New York), 
The Caretaker, 
Measure for Measure (in set- 
ting with largely black cast), and 
Albee’s Afraid Virginia Woolf.

One more unusual thea- 
ters the Round House, north the 
city, near the Chalk Farm underground 
stop. has just finished presenting 
Moliere’s Misanthrope (in the Richard 
Wilbur translation) production 
mounted Royal Ex- 
change Theatre, with Tom Courtenay 
Alceste. The playing space indeed per- 
fectly round (with beautifully main- 
tained wooden floor), the audience sits 
graded rows around the-entire circum- 
ference (the front row floor level), 
and the actors can enter and exit through 
four doorways equidistant from one an- 
other along the outer rim. Props are 
minimum, costumes make stunning 
effect close up, the doorways can sil- 
vered and ornamented (as they were for 
this play), and quartet seven-light 
candelabras added elegant atmosphere 
this particularly well conceived produc- 
tion. Courtenay was moving and amus- 
ing turns, never lapsing into exagger- 
atedly fuming misanthropy the one 
hand inhuman absurdity the other. 
spoke the rhymed verse with con- 
vincing naturalness, avoiding end- 
stopped jingles, and succeeded mak- 
ing Alceste sympathetic and ridiculous 
once. was tour-de-force performance 
treacherously difficult role.

Treasures and trinkets from visiting

ttending the performances the 
Royal Ballet last week was like 

dutifully visiting national treas- 
urehouse. The tourist must despite the 
tedium, because there will master- 
pieces among the vast accumulation 
past generations’ tastes. Perhaps what 
made the Irish sympathizers’ protest 
startling the Metropolitan Center 
opening night the Royal 
engagement was the intrusion real life 
into such museum setting. 

After 12-year absence, the Royal Bal- 
let arrived Boston, amid pomp and cir- 
cumstance, carrying trunks filled with 
velvet costumes, wigs, hand-painted 
shoes, feathered swan headdresses, and 
heavy music scores for the three-hour- 
long ballets. From July August 
the company displayed its 50-year his-

Adapted from Ken 
highly readable best-seller, Eye the 
Needle grandiose tale that abounds 
scenes romance and espionage, 
laughter and tears, love and destiny. 
movie which small emotions and 
inconsequential actions don’t exist. And 


for what is, it’s fairly successful. Still,. 


watching it, couldn’t shake the feeling 
that the people the screen 
much human beings char- 
rusty throwbacks era be- 
loved the sort folks who say, 
just don’t make ‘em like they used 

The central character Henry Faber, 
fiendish German spy who lives 
wits and his switchblade. portrayed 
Donald Sutherland, Faber combines 
Teutonic efficiency with English pro- 
priety. shifty, murderous 
scoundrel the sort rotten-to-the-core 
character you love loathe and 
though Sutherland lacks the natural 
athleticism expect master spy, 
he’s eminently convincing playing 
civilized monster who kills anyone who 
stands his way, another spy, 
nosy landlady, lover who breaks his 
heart. 

The story simple enough, when you 
consider that concerns how Hitler came 
within inch winning the war. After 
years leading double life England 


and relaying information German 
intelligence, Faber hand-picked the 
Fuehrer for crucial assignment: he’s 
break into enemy military outpost 
across the channel from Calais and find 
out whether the Allied forces plan 
invade Europe there Normandy. 
Without much trouble, Faber discovers 
that the Allies have engineered in- 
genious decoy across from Calais 
entire fleet lumber-and- 
canvas airplanes. But before his mission 
complete, Faber must travel Berlin 
and deliver photos the deception into 
hands. During the trip, 
shipwrecked remote Scottish island 
and taken couple David (Chris- 
topher Cazenove), raging, impotent 
cripple, and his wife, Lucy (Kate Nelli- 
gan), beautiful, lonely, and ready 
for love. Naturally, Lucy falls for this tall, 
dashing stranger; Faber, reminded 
earlier love, returns the feeling. And soon 
the fate all Europe has become en- 
tangled the sticky strands Harle- 
quin Romance. 

Can one believe any this? Not bit. 
And perhaps the fun movie like Eye 
revel the hammiest melodramatic 
cliches. Director Richard Marquand has 
made sure that nearly every scene ends 
with punch snappy line dialogue 
shot that suddenly reveals new, 
crucial piece information. It’s the cine- 
matic equivalent pulp writing, 
which chapters (and even paragraphs) 
conclude with clever hook. And Eye 
the Needle has some the compulsive 
pull good pulp enough it, any 
rate, get you through the lurching first 
hour, which turns out little more 
than elaborate series devices get 
Faber stranded the island. 

Things become lot livelier once the 
film moves this cul-de-sac, with its 
lush greenery and Wuthering Heights 
cliffs.

Academy Award for the Best Foreign 
Film 1980. must have seemed re- 
assuring work Reagan-haunted Holly- 
wood; watching it, the old-line liberals 
the industry abounds could console 
themselves that the Soviets were very like 
us, after all. (Voters the Best Foreign 
Film category are required have seen all 
the nominees, and who but liberal 
would sit through many movies with 
subtitles?) fact, most surpris- 
ing about Moscow Does Not Believe 
Tears how bourgeois all is: 
nearly every comrade capitalist 
running dog. Directed Vladimir Men- 
shov (it’s his second film), Moscow 
story class travails.in purportedly 
classless society. Poor women hanker af- 
ter furs and fancy cars, and what you 
for living taken very, very seriously. 
The saucy, aggressive girl, Liudmila, has 
theory: she says, lot- 
tery. You can win the Grand Mar- 
actor, sports hero, famous poet, 
anybody with PhD, and you’re set 
for life. Marry prole, honey, and you 


May well have stayed the boonies. 


For those who expected dreary plod- 
der about the annual Georgian onion har- 
vest, all this man-trapping amusing. 
But I’m surprised how many people have 
not seen the film for the propaganda al- 
beit mild that is. depict healthy 
capitalist urge not condone it, any 
more than director who depicts act 
violence the screen exposing his 
own brutishness (people get confused 
about these things). Menshov and his 
screenwriter, ~Valentin Chiornykh, are 
canny enough realize that ignoring the 
acquisitive impulse, the way the cinema 
Socialist Realism has generally done, 
stupid. They acknowledge and even 
make seem rather attractive. Only then 
they condemn and all the more 
trenchantly since, the time the movie 
lowers: the boom, has brought out the 
same acquisitive lust its audience. 

Nearly two-and-a-half hours long, 
Moscow Does Not Believe told 
two parts, one set 1958 and the other 
some years later. the first part, we.

The love triangle Faber, Lucy, and 
David generates some genuine tension, 
especially since given several juicy 
glimpses the crumbling marriage. 
David, the embittered cynic who great 
pulp premise here lost his legs car 
crash his wedding day, Christopher 
Cazenove gives enjoyably nasty per- 
formance, all morose stares and. fierce, 
cutting remarks. The guaranteed scene- 
stealer, though, Kate Nelligan, whose 
radiant sexuality convinces that four 
years remote island haven’t drowned 
Lucy’s spirit; her desperation gives her 
feverish glow.

The studio, represented 
roundish, white-haired fellow named 
Louie, who, take it, are assume 
Louis Mayer, has assigned Annie Clark 
(Carrie Fisher) Special Talent Coor- 
dinator charge these unusual ex- 
tras. Although you might assume that 
Under the Rainbow about the midgets 
and their rollicking fun during the film- 
ing The Wizard not. The 
midgets are not the story, they are the en- 
vironment. 

Bivouacked the Culver City Hotel 
(renamed the “Rainbow Hotel’’) and 
dressed their Munchkin togs, the 
midgets proceed make friends the 
opposite sex and destroy everything 
sight. The result kind half-pint 
Animal House, with the midgets fra- 
ternity good-natured, rambunctious, 
but horny leprechauns. Their little arms 
and legs pumping, their faces full mis- 
chievous glee, they commandeer ele- 
vators and dumbwaiters and swing from 
the chandelier. They are, short, hotel 
nightmare. 

Into the thick this miniature three- 
ring universe, director Steven Rash and. 
his team screenwriters (headed Fred 
Bauer), who collaborated earlier The

Nazi conspiracy invade Europe, and 
pair hunted aristocrats from the ob- 
scure duchy Luchow. The result is, 
not wholly successful, least dizzying, 
and difficult parse; it’s something 
unlikely and convoluted remake 
The Big Sleep cast the middle 
Mack Sennett two-reeler.

ark Strand’s The Story Our 

vaguely linked, first-person 
narratives about couple leading mun- 
dane lives but yearning, wrongheadedly, 
for more would seem more difficult 
than most literature tear from the page. 
Strand’s poetry not lush, rife with sen- 
sory images that beg felt; mostly 
languid, even lugubrious outpouring 
what Hamlet calls just words, 
words.” But adapter Jane Hubbard, di- 
rector David Carmen, and company 
seven have transformed his rather flat 
verse not into staged poetry reading 
typical such undertakings but 
into highly visual theater 


experience. Amazing. 

While two actors play the increasingly

Inside the Story Our Lives is, de- 
spite the text, kinetic, fluid, that 
defies descriptive prose. really should 
seen appreciated and the 
chances are that even then 
fully understood. fact, some things 
about the production seem unnecessarily 
confusing. The set wonderful clutter 
media memorabilia surrounding the 
couple’s movie posters, mostly 
from the ‘30s; stacks newspapers; old 
radio equipment; cameras and related 
paraphernalia. Most the film figures, 
like the mess, are late and vin- 
tage. why most the taped music 
Gershwin? 

But there mix-up the quality 
the performance, which both provoca- 
tive and stylish even the 
tiny space, where every blemish shows. 
And the company, despite their assorted 
last names, play they had been born 
ensemble.

open reels, the marketplace pop- 
ularity cassettes has inspired greater 
excellence and imagination. (Capitalism 
works again.) The component cassette 
deck has become ever more sophisti- 
cated, combining with its ease opera- 
tion such features (here goes) digital 
and bar-graph peak displays; soft-touch 
solenoid controls; remote control; auto- 
reverse; variable and even computer-ad- 
justed bias, memory, and programing 
functions; two-speed operation; and, 
one case (Optonica’s RT-6605), hous- 
ings for two separate cassettes one for 
recording and one for playback with 
the possibility dubbing from one the 
other. Although cassette decks now rival 
the generally more costly reel-to-reels, 
what accounts for the cassette’s popular- 
ity its portability. Long favorite for 
car stereo systems and mono cassette 
players, the cassette has now made pos- 
sible the portable, high-fidelity stereo 
systems see the street every day.

civic buildings (in fact Boston particu- 
larly rich 19th-century statuary). But 
not until you see dozens and dozens 
figurative sculptures collected few 
rooms that you sense what odd ambi- 
tion duplicate animate forms 
different scale static media. Given that 
some the Symbolist-inspired works 
here foreshadow Surrealism, there still 
something inherently surrealistic about 
figurative sculpture. Not even works 
out step with their time 
caricatures parliamentary deputies and 
Degas’s studies dancers are exempt 
from the eeriness the more flam- 
boyant works. 

the context this exhibit, the 
highly stylized works seem more re- 
sourceful than the efforts straight por- 
traiture (the relief plaques are excep- 
tion), because they seem exploit the 
magical, fetishistic quality three- 
dimensional figuration, 


merely realistic works tend disavow it. 
Consider, for example, Jean-Jacques 
Feuchere’s figure The work 
does not qualify allegorical figure, 
strictly speaking, since when the 
contemporaries spoke allegory they 
generally meant representations vir- 
tue goodness, not evil. Feuchere’s 
sculpture the representation 
mythic figure.

Robison’s new novel, per- 

son might start thinking like 
child, pornographer, and mailman. 
The combination’s odder than most 
the book. Oh! says the child, whether 
surprised balloons stung bees. 
Oh! writes the pornographer, delivering 
the dirty punchline his customers pay 
him for. And the mailman? the 
last time you got letter from Dayton, 
Akron, Youngstown, OH? Robison’s 
second book, her first novel, provides its 
clever satisfactions. Though drably 
Midwestern family named Cleve- 
land and perfect ear for conversation 
can make it, Oh! proves the same time 
darkly tempting, unpredictably signifi- 
cant. Few writers young Robison 
could have combined such variety 
literary accomplishment package 
brisk and brightly appealing. 

The book’s first impressions are all 
craziness and charm, sort half-soused 
Kauffman-Hart comedy. Before pages 
have passed lost rickety love 
story: Chris the runaway boyfriend has 
come back for Maureen the spoiled and 
sleepy girlfriend, her Midwestern 
country club family place. This, two 
years after Chris took off with hun- 
dred grand won lottery. But the 
money not the problem, since the 
father, Mr. Cleveland himself, has made 
millions bottling soda and franchising 
miniature-golf courses. Nobody works. 
Everybody drinks. Whole pages are given 
over the sprightly wisecracks used 
fan away the oppressive August heat. 
Granted, there are also hints tragedy. 
The lovers’ daughter, Violet, now eight, 
and Maureen herself only 24. More- 
over Mrs. Cleveland Mo’s mother 
apparently ran away many years earlier, 
and unlike Chris the mother has never 
much called home. Yet everyone seems 
too happily crazy, and simply too well- 
off, for worry. are reminded 
again and again, the family maid 
particular, that outside this nuthouse 
things remain the same, entirely Ohian 
and everyday. 

But Robison’s art, first introduced 
the New Yorker and subsequently the 
collection Days (1979), might best de- 
scribed sucker-punching the every- 
day. She scrupulously prunes her depic- 
tions, allowing high rhetoric whatso- 
ever. Indeed, she seems most her ele- 
ment when she’s talking about 
most everyday:

You 
see, Katerina and Gosha must 
learn another this 
gentle lessons that despite all 
the temptations economically 
vital nation like the USSR of- 
fers (!), class really doesn’t matter 
after all; good Russians can 
have their consumerist society 
and their classless society the 
same time.

Lexicon’s newer products the PCM

Although exemplifies the wide scope 
audio digital processing, the PCM 
beautifully oriented the purposes 
musicians.
